Rockmart Man Dies 


In Crash at Austell 


AUSTELL, Ga., Sept. 9.—Doyle 
Austin, 26, of near Rockmart, was 
instantly killed and his companion, 
John Brown, 25, of Yorkville, nar- 
rowl) escaped death by drowning early 
Friday night near here, when the car 
driyen by Austin missed the Sweet- 
water creek bridge and crashed into 
a tree.

When re- 
quired to reduce his charges to affidavit 
form, Mr. Chambers withdrew the charge 
hased on the Art Young transaction. because 
ne realized after investigation that there was 
no foundation for any complaint about the 
manner in which this matter had been han 
dled by Mr. Boykin. Hon. Frank Hooper. 
Sr., was appointed by the Court to make 
investigation before the grand jury of the 
remaining charges. The papers of August 
12, 1921, tell of the complete exoneration 
of Mr. Boykin by Colonel Hooper and the 
grand jury. 


““A Smoke-Screen.”’ 


As a matter of fact, this latest contemp- 
tible charge of McRae’s is nothing more than 
a “smoke-screen,” set up by him to draw

McRae had far better be explaining to the 
voters the court records of Miami Beach, 
Fia., in which he was indicted and arrested 
under a charge of bribery, and in Chicago.

Immediately upon receiving this approval, 
Mr. Boykin handed to one of his investiga- 
tors, James E. Garrison, $400 of his own 
private funds. The receipt of Mr. Garrison 
is also shown on the facsimile letter. Bert 
Donaldson was immediately dispatched to 
Salt Lake City, Utah, to bring Art Young 
back to Atlanta. Young fought extradition 
and it required six weeks of court procedure 
to be able to bring him to Atlanta, the entire 
expense of which was borne out of the $400 
provided by Mr. Boykin.

$50 more, the telegram being reproduced 
herewith.

BERLIN,- Sept. 9.—(4)—Germany 
seemed headed tonight. for another 
election which nobody wants, 

President Von Hindenburg granted 
a formal interview this afternoon to 
Hermann Goering, national socialist 
president of the reichtstag, and the 
three vice presidents, Esser, Graef 
and Rauch, but he turned a cold 
shoulder to the efforts of a possible 
nazi-centrist coalition to unseat the 
Von Papen government. 

He left no doubt that he intends 
to stand by the cabinet, and the only 
choice the opposition has is hetween 
Sesdiaihon of the reichstag or adjourn- 
ment pending further efforts to find 
a common basis for co-operation. 

Will Receive Leaders. 

The president probably will receive 
the various party leaders in pursuit 
of such efforts, but political observ- 
ers do not expect much in the way of 
results. On the contrary, it is ex- 
pected the chancellor will present a 
decree of dissolution before the reichs- 
tag can vote no-confidence next week. 

This would entail a general election, 
the fifth major election within 60 
days. None of the political parties has 
much money to spend on an elaborate 
campaign. 

The greatest single threat is the 
national socialist party. Adolf Hitler 
is confident he can increase the gains 
he registered in the last. 

Among the other parties the newly- 
elected reichstag members, bearing in 
mind the expense of another campaign, 
are not so enthusiastic in their op- 
position the the cabiner.

Novwonder these venerable and beard- 
ed boys despise what they call the 
world. For the real world, the cosmos 
of rational thought and action, has 
never existed for them. At Tangier, 
Ezerum, Mecca, Jerusalem and Tim- 
buctu they have set eternally in the 
same coffee houses or the same 
i..sques listening to the same chat- 
terings. But they are not badly off, 
I want to assure you.

Despite Joan Crawford’s apt imper- 
sonation of the colorful “Sadie 
Thompson’’—despite her obvious en- 
deavors to get away from Jeanne 
Eagle’s concept of this role—(an ad- 
mirable attempt, it must be said)— 
and despite Walter Huston’s§ mar- 
velous and restraining portrayal of a 
role which could so easily be thrown 
into hysteria, the picture “Rain” re- 
mains a director’s triumph. 

From my point of view the director 
who buries himself completely in the 
story is perhaps the’ greatest vir- 
tuoso. But Lewis Milestone was work- 
ing with material familiar to motion 
picture audiences.

NEWNAN, Ga., Sept. 9.—Efficient 
and speedy prosecution of the daring 
robbers who on July 15 took $1,700 
from the Bank of Grantville Friday 
night brought the case to a_sensa- 
tional climax when Roy P. Garvey, 
48, LaGrange typewriter salesman, 
was sentenced to serve from 15 to 20 
years and his only living accomplice, 
Watt Kelly, drew a sentence of four 
to seven years after turning states 
evidence.

Overruling Southern directors, who in turn, had overruled Southern 
Association President John D. Martin, Landis directed Chattanooga and 
Knoxville to play off today at Chattanooga the unfinished game of their 


Labor Day double-header. 


Thomas R. Watkins, president of the Memphis club, announced before 
the game, which resulted in a victory for Chattanooga, that he had 
formally protested its playing in a telegram to President Martin. Watkins 
boarded a train tonight for Chicago, where he hoped Commissioner 
Landis would grant him a hearing of his contentions. 


If the game is allowed 
Chattanooga is favored to win the 
pennant. The Chicks took a 2-to-1 
victory from New Orleans today, but 
still would lose the pennant if they 
win their final games tomorrow and 
Sunday, should victory also favor the 
Lookouts on those two days. 

Similarly, Chattanooga can not win 
the pennant if the protested game is 
ruled out, unless the Chicks drop one 
of their remaining games.

~'To Attend New York Convention 


The national convention of Hadas- 
sah, the woman's: Zionist organiza- 
tion of America, will be held for the 
first time in its history, in New York 
city on September 18, 19 and 20, at 
the Hotel Commodore. More than 
400 delegates will represent 251 chap- 
‘ters and a total membership of ap- 
proximately 30,000. The Atlanta 
chapter will be represented by the 
-president, Mrs. Herbert Taylor; the 
treasurer, Mrs. I. M. Weinstein; the 
‘past president, Mrs. Hyman Jacobs, 
and Mra. R. M. Travis, and they will 
be official delegates. 

Dr. Haim Yassky, director of medi- 
cal work in Palestine, who has been 
in the United States for the past six 
months studying a number of health 
institutions in various cities, will be 
present at the sessions. Dr. Yassky 
will give a detailed account of the 
progress of the work in Palestine.

An intelligent woman in a melan- 
choly mood recently remarked that 
there were three things yong | 
for the making of a happy home. 
listener touched by the pathos in her 
voice asked her to name them. “A 
congenial marriage, a family of 
healthy children, and enough money 
to provide the comforts and advan- 
tages that all intelligent parents 
wish for their children,” was her 
her reply. 

“Yes, countered the listener, 
“that would make an ideal home, 

a happy 


and for that matter, 
heayen.” 

In a home where there are chil- 
dren, necessarily the lives of the 
parents revolve about those chil- 
children, But quite distinct from 
this planetary system there is an- 
other sun that the woman recog- 
nizes as the center of her inner life 
—her husband. Her happiness de- 
pends on her relation to him and his 
to her. Here it is that she finds or 
doesn’t find romantic satisfaction, 
that is the first concern of her na- 
ture. And she finds it, strangely 
enough, wot in the big gifts that he 
buys and gives her, not in the big 
allowance that he makes her, not in 
the boasts that he makes about her 
to other le, but in the little evi- 
dences of affection for her and de- 
pendence upon her that he gives her 
from day to day in the course of 
their common life. 

Every woman knows what they are; 
deference to her opinion, expressed 
pride in her housekeeping, commenda- 
tion of the manner in which she han- 
dles the children, consultations with 
her about the big and little affairs of 
his life, a patent desire to be with 
her in his leisure hours, the kiss of 
affection on parting, the pat of appro- 
bation, willingness to yield to ‘her 
wishes about some point that is unim- 
portant to him but all important to 
her, these are the evidences of love 
in which a woman suns herself, these 
constitute the standard by which she 
measures happiness for herself and by 
which she measures out happiness to 
her family. 


But think you a woman can elicit 
these expressions of affection from 
her hus without great effort? 
She cannot. She has to preserve the 
qualities that attracted him to her 
in the first instance. She has to 
merit his approval or he cannot give 
it. She has win his confidence or 
he will not bestow it.

happiness. So complete, and com- 
prehensive were the surveys and so 
seriously did they take their find- 
ings that I doubt if they ever had a 
serious quarrel. They succeeded in 
making of life a grand sweet song. 

I saw that husband when his wife 
lay dead. I sat with him in his sad 
home where the atmosphere had been 
redolent of love and beauty and I 
heard him say, oh so simply, “She was 
a good wife and we had a happy 
home.” 

They didn’t pick happiness out of 
the air. They didn’t buy it. They 
didn’t find it ready made. They 
carved the jewel cameo of their 
common life out of hard stone, mak- 
ing a high relief of their happiness. 
They used as tools love,, a sense of 
duty, a perception of beauty, and 
common sense.

Some of the industrials gave a fair- 
ly good account of themselves and a 
number of the better grade utilities 
improved moderately, The railroads, 
however, lost their enthusiasm. 

Sales totaled only $10,507,000, par 


value, and the average for 60 cor- 
porate bonds was off two-tenths of a 
point, 

The railroads apparently paid little 
attention to the announcement that 
the carrier officials meeting in Chicago 
had agreed to post notices for a 20 
per cent wage cut effective next Feb- 
ruary. Most of the carrier price 
changes were around a point or less. 

Moderate improvements were record- 
ed by bonds of American Telephone, 
American Metals, Bethlehem Steel. 
Dodge Bros., Fisk Rubber, Goodrich. 
United States Rubber, Keith Cor- 
poration, Warner Brothers, Pathe, 
Shell Union Oil, Sinclair Oil, Tobac- 
co Products, and Western Union. 

The United States government de- 
partment was fractionally higher. For- 
eign obligations were somewhat re- 
actionary.
